Nation's temperatures drop

Except for clear skies over part of 
the Pacific Coast, the southern 
Rockies and the southern Atlantic 
states, 
the 
entire 
nation 
was 
covered by gray clouds early today, 
with sub-zero temperatures and ex­ 
tensive precipitation in many areas. 
An arctic storm powered by 40- 
mile-per-hour winds howled into 
Colorado Monday, bringing heavy 
snow, blizzard conditions and sub­ 
zero temperatures A heavy snow 
warning remained in effect in that 
state, as well as portions of Arizona, 
Wyoming and Nebraska today. A 
heavy snow watch was called for 
Kansas, Iowa and Wisconsin. 
Lakeshore residents in Monroe 
County, M ich, fled their homes 


overnight in the wake of rising 
floodwaters in Lake Erie Millions 
of dollars of damage occurred in the 
county 
Nov. 
12 when the lake 
overflowed. 
A 
civil 
defense 
spokesman said Lake Erie was up to 
47 inches above normal at some 
points early today. 
At such a pace, the spokesman 
said, the water level would easily

Freezing drizzle caused hazardous 
driving conditons from Missouri and 
southeastern Iowa through the lower 
Great Lakes and into New England. 
And snow fell from the Southern 
Plateau through the central Rockies 
to the upper Great Lakes and in

the wealthiest school 
districts in the state, Elk Hills 
Elementary in Kern County, would 
receive an additional $2,500 in state 
aid a year, boosting its spending per 
pupil from $3,182 a year to $3,200. 
The tax rate would decline from 83 
cents to 77 cents. 
Legislative backers have con­ 
tended the legislation would at least 
partially meet the Serrano decision 
which held that the present method 
of

thus unfairly penalizing children in 
low wealth districts.

There was no official explanation 
of the 24-hour halt in the talks but no 
snag was apparent and diplomatic 
sources remained optimistic that a 
ceasefire agreement could be ini­ 
tialed by Dec. 15. Saigon dispatches 
indicated 
South 
Vietnam 
still 
expected an early cease-fire. 
Ziegler said only of the brief break 
in the talks, “ it was mutually agreed 
that the two sides would meet 
tomorrow (Wednesday).” 
Kissinger and Tho met twice

Board of Supervisors chairman 
Curtis Tunnell is continuing to press 
for changes in the county’s air 
pollution control district regulations 
which would open the door on back 
yard burning in some areas under 
special conditions. 
He also wants reconsideration of a 
regulation 
which 
now 
prohibits 
burning of wood waste on properties 
being developed for commercial or 
residential purposes. 


Tunnell appeared irked Monday 
when a report of the Rules and 
Regulations 
Committee 
of 
the 
County 
Air 
Pollution 
Control 
District showed that the committee 
favors 
no 
change 
in 
either 
regulation. 
Committee 
chairman 
William 
Luton, Los Alamos area rancher, 
backed up committee findings in 
support of the continued ban on back 
yard burning. 
“ The question is where do you 
draw the line9” he told Tunnell and 
the board. “ If back yard burns are 
allowed outside the communities, 
this could run counter to plants in 
these areas who have spent money 
to control air pollution ’ 
Tunnell 
acknowledged 
Luton's 
argument, but exacted a promise 
from Air Pollution Control Engineer 
Cliff Seymour to have a proposed 
rule drafted for a public hearing 
soon to determine if there was 
public support to allow backyard 
burns at certain intervals under 
special fire department permits 


County Counsel George P. Kading 
and Seymour were agreed that no 
changes 
could be made in 
the 
present regulations without a public 
hearing by the supervisors. 
A hearing date will be set later. 
Tunnell asked Luton and Seymour 
to 
furnish 
his office 
with 
information as to the number of 
persons attending a public hearing 
in Santa Maria on Sept. 28 on the 
subject, 
and the 
gist 
of 
the 
testimony. He said he was unable to 
attend. 
The committee report showed the 
committee voted unanimously to 
recommend to the supervisors that 
no changes be made in the existing 
ban on all back yard burning in 
county areas outside the cities. 
“ I ’ve had comments from people 
in the outer areas (north county) 
who feel they should be permitted to 
burn trash,” Tunnell said. “ Many 
people can’t afford to have refuse 
hauled to the dump. Lying on 
properties, this material becomes a 
nuisance and fire hazard.” 
Supervisor Charles F. Catterlin 
suggested free dumping days be set 
aside for such people. 
Supervisor Francis H. Beattie 
pointed out San Luis Obispo County 
has a permit system allowing burns 
in areas lacking refuse collection 
services. 
“ If there’s a problem up there 
(Santa Maria) we should correct 
it,” continued Beattie. 
Seymour said the committee took 
under consideration the San Luis 
Obispo system

IRS has new computer service 


FRESNO (U PI) —The Internal Revenue 
Service Center here has initiated a new 
computer complex able to give most 
California and Hawaii taxpayers instant 
information on their returns. 
Before the hookup of the Integrated Data 
Retrieval System (1DRS), a taxpayer in 
Hawaii had to wait weeks after an inquiry 
to find out why his refund was late. Now he 
can have the information in minutes. 
1DRS coordinator William Roberts said 
Monday a taxpayer in Honolulu can now go 
to his local IRS office, make a specific 
inquiry and officials will punch a series of 
code messages which trigger the IDRS 


system. 
His return can then be quickly flashed on 
a screen so authorities here can answer the 
question in minutes. 
The same is true for a taxpayer in San 
Francisco, Los Angeles and other cities 
where one of the 20 remote sites in Hawaii 
and California are located 
Roberts said not all tax returns will be 
put on the active file which can be reached 
quickly by the computer system but only 
those the IRS believes may draw questions 
from taxpayers. 
He said about 10 per cent of the 
taxpayers ask 80 per cent of the questions.

HELSINKI (UPI) —European sources said today the 
Soviet Union has mapped an ambitious strategy for a two- 
pronged security system in Europe and Asia to underpin its 
own long-term global policy. 
Soviet efforts to bring about a European security system 
already has been set in motion by the current conference of 
34 nations in Helsinki, which includes participation by the 
United States and Canada. 
The Far East security concept is still in its early stages, 
the sources said, but Moscow is determinedly pushing for 
it. 
Behind the pressure for a European security system lies 
the Kremlin s aim to consolidate its position, influence and 
post-World War II gains on the continent and to protect 
Moscow’s back against any possible conflict with China, 
according to informed Western sources 
The quest for an Asian security arrangement is moti­ 
vated, according to the sources, by the Kremlin’s 
uneasiness over long-term Chinese intentions and by the 
overriding desire to isolate China politically in the Far 
East. 
On both scores, Moscow has taken the lead and evidently 
is determined to maintain it. The Western nations have long 
resisted the Soviet bloc pressures for a European security 
conference and are still skeptical of the need and eventual 
workings of the projected European Security system. 


Small nations 
want equal place 


HELSINKI (UPI) —Diplomats said today the small and 
non-aligned nations of Europe will insist at the Helsinki 
security talks that they share equal place with the major 
powers in planning Europe’s future. 
This emerged, the diplomats said, as general debate 
ended in the talks among 34 East and West ambassadors 
planning the guidelines and ground rules for a proposed 
European security conference 
Yugoslavia, Norway, Denmark, Sweden, Ireland, Iceland 
and Lichtenstein and Romania all said they came to 
Helsinki as independent nations on equal footing with the 
big powers to construct a system of peace and security in 
Europe. 
Diplomats said Austria and Finland were sure to re­ 
emphasize the viewpoint of the small and non-aligned bloc. 
Other speakers today included Cyprus, Spain, Malta and

County overtime funds in crisis 


County Administrative Officer Raymond 
D. Johnson told the Board of Supervisors 
Monday that funding to pay overtime for 
county 
employes 
was 
in a 
“ crisis” 
situation. 
He declared that $78,499 of the fiscal 
year’s allotment of $80,000 had already 
been spent, with more than a half a year to 
go. He asked for a “ freeze” on further 
overtime 
authorizations. 
Later, 
he 
revealed the Sheriff’s Department had 
accounted for about $50,000 of the $78,499. 


Instead, the board authorized Johnson to 
hold ‘‘meet and confer” sessions with 
employe organizations and make a further 
appraisal of the situation before reporting 


back next Monday to the board. 
The county counsel’s office ruled the 
matter was a subject for “ meet and 
confer” with employe groups. Zack L. 
Stringer, County Employees’ Assn. general 
manager, took the same stand 
Johnson told the board the seriousness of 
the situation seemed apparent only last 
week, and he was not able to make 
satisfactory 
contact 
with 
employe 
organizations 
Stringer 
urged Johnson to set 
up 
meetings with his organization and others 
without delay. “ We re concerned with 
what we tell our employes in this situation 
without such meetings,” he declared. 


Drunks being left on streets 


Most drunks are being left on the streets 
in cities of the county as the result of 
recent state laws and court rulings, and the 
county should be concerned now with 
setting up detoxification facilities, the 
Board of Supervisors was told Monday. 
Mental Health Services Director Norbert 
J. McNamara and Santa Barbara General 
Hospital Administrator John J. Quinn 
made a plea to the supervisors to set up 
funding for facilities m Santa Barbara, 
Santa 
Maria 
and 
Lompoc, 
pending 
possibility of state or federal funding later. 


Dr. McNamara said that since Nov. 13 
Sheriff’s office has not arrested any 
individual for public inebriation, and also 
has not accepted such arrests from other 
jurisdictions. 
He declared that with the exception of 
Lompoc, city police are permitting most 


inebriates to remain on the streets He said 
“ about 25 a week are being taken to County 
Hospital,” after action by Santa Barbara 
police. 
County supervisors told Dr. McNamara 
they would take up the matter next week, 
after the mental health director said he felt 
the situation shouldn’t be postponed much 
longer. 
“ The solution since Nov. 13 has varied in 
each community, but in most cases it has 
been 
totally 
unsatisfactory,” 
Dr. 
McNamara said. Only the inebriates felt to 
be a danger to themselves or others are 
brought to the county hospital for sobering 
up 
The new laws and rulings make it clear 
that persons found inebriated in public 
places cannot be taken to jails, but only to 
detoxification centers.

Murder victim was witness 


LOS ANGELES (UPI) —A murder victim in northern 
California last week was identified by the U.S. Attorney’s 
office today as a key witness in a trial of massive fraud 
against Army NCO clubs in South Vietnam. 
Assistant U.S. Attorney Stanley Greenberg said the body 
of Pellegrino J. Pellegrini, 57, was found bludgeoned to 
death last Tuesday in his San Mateo, Calif, office. 
San Mateo County homicide detectives have arrested the 
estranged husband of Pellegrini’s secretary and booked 
him for investigation of murder. He was identified as 
Edward W. Posado, 36, Redwood City, Calif. 
Posado, who has been held without bail, was scheduled to 
appear today in San Mateo Municipal court to enter a plea. 
The U.S. Attorney’s office identified the dead man as one 
of several important witnesses to back government 
evidence 
of 
alleged 
embezzlement of 
funds 
from 
noncommissioned officers clubs in South Vietnam. 
The key figure in the NCO embezzlement trial was once 
the Army’s highest ranking enlisted man, former Sergeant 
Major William O. Wooldridge. 


Wooldridge, who rose to the Army’s highest enlisted post 
during a 30-year career, goes on trial here Feb. 20. 
Federal attorney Greenfield said the murder victim, a 
former military sales manager for a food company, was to 
have testified for the government about alleged secret 
dealings with Wooldridge in the late 1960s, 
The government claimed that Pellegrini was used by 
Wooldridge, and two co-defendants, to channel some of the 
embezzled funds back into their hands. 
Wooldridge, indicted by a federal grand jury in 1971 on 
charges of defrauding the Army clubs during a four-year 
period, denied shortly after his dismissal from the army 
that he made $350,000 from kickbacks during his military 
career. 
Wooldridge was allowed to retire from the service last 
January without a court martial. 
A fourth defendant in the Army embezzlement case, Sgt. 
1-C Seymour Lazar, 43, pleaded guilty last month to making 
false and fraudulent claims against the NCO clubs. He is 
awaiting sentencing.

Of course, the wax on 
the cloths turned them yellow. She washed her lambs 
with warm water and a mild soap. Try that even though 
there is no guarantee —MRS. M. R. 


DEAR MRS. J. P.—Hereafter use a feather duster for 
daily cleaning as rubbing with a cloth may grind in any 
surface dirt. After washing be sure to rinse and then dry 
well. If a piece looks duil a polish may be added by using 
a damp cloth dipped in putty powder. Some like a thin 
coating of colorless wax which gives the piece a glow 
and makes it more soil resistant but be sure no excess 
wax remains in the crevices for such a build-up could 
discolor it. The finish on the marble would have much 
to do with anything that would do a dramatic whitening 
job so I recommend taking It to an expert if the washing

Clamming news

Youth football 
weekly roundup 


OCEAN FISHING 
Last week was an answer to the bottom fisherman's 
prayers. Ideal weather conditions, and fish still plentiful. 
At the present time, the “Islander" is the only party boat 
operating out of Avila, the A B C. is laid up until the 9th of 
the month. 
Small craft are busy with limits of good eating fish, blues 
probably predominate the catch. Some large ling cod have 
been brought in, with everything pointing to a spell of ling 
cod fishing when they come in to spawn. There is a pecular 
characteristic of these fish, that they will survive in fresh 
water. There is a lake in the waters below Grand Coulee 
Dam that has a fishery of lings. When the dam was 
completed, they were apparently stranded in one of the 
lakes, and decided rather than die, to make the best of a 
bad job, and survive. There are several cases of ocean fish 
surviving in water other than the ocean such as the Salton 
Sea. The huge corvina, at one time strictly a small surf 
fish, rarely going over three to four pounds, now runs up to 
20 pounds. Sargo and some croaker also live in the Salton 
Sea and are probably larger than the usual ocean-size run. 
Boats out of Port San Luis are also bringing in a few 
white sea bass, so it looks as tho the bass may be plentiful 
once again. Time was when the white seabass was a 
prominent source of commercial fishing, taken in nets off 
the local beaches. But the slaughter was such that an 
embargo was placed on taking them from the beach in nets. 
We often get calls in reference to a “tom cod" and its 
relationship to ling cod, and real cod. The “tom cod" looked 
on as a pest by most anglers, is a member of the croaker 
family, and is in no way related to any other type of cod 
Commercially it is sold as a king fish, but prejudice is all 
that holds it back! 
All landings at Morro Bay are busy with bottom fishing, 
with many boats going out daily. 
In the Santa Barbara — Ventura — Hueneme area, the 
same applies, good bottom fishing reported from all 
landings with all-day and half-day boats going out. Some 
white sea bass and halibut have been caught. Bomto are 
getting scarce, with colder currents coming in from the 
north 
Reports from friends steelhead fishing in the Klamath and 
Smith River are that the fish are there, but weather 
conditions have been bad. Every fish taken had to be fought. 
When the streams clear up after the 
rainy 
spell 
steelheading should be good, especially in the Trinity 
River. Refuting a popular opinion, steelhead do not die 
after spawning, but return to the ocean. Many tagged ones 
have shown up for a third spawning period 
We have a report from DFG Biologist John Fitch, a 
clamming expert A spot check of the coastline north of 
Morro Bay has revealed an excellent crop of young Pismo 
clams, the best for a number of years. 
Fitch said that if the present set survive at Morro Bay, 
good digging could result there for the first time in many 
years. Clams in the Morro Bay area need at least seven 
years to reach legal size, so it will be the late 1970’s before 
they pay off! * 
The picture at Pismo Beach is not so bright. Only the 
Oceano section about a mile below Pismo Pier, showed an 
excellent recruitment of young clams At La Granada and 
at Pismo Beach proper, the recruitment of young or zero 
aged clams was poor This is still the best clamming area, 
according to the biologists, and a limit may be dug in 25 
minutes! 
At Morro Bay, digging in waist deep water yielded a legal 
limit in about one hour and five minutes, which was the 
case also at Oceano At La Grande it took over two hours to 
get a legal limit. 
We have received a list of 12 new game wardens and their 
assigned stations with one going to the patrol boat out of 
Morro Bay We were surprised to learn the requirements 
for wardens in this day and age Nearly all of the 12 have 
college 
degrees, 
with 
considerable 
experience 
in

FCI art show: 
Inmates seek creative expression

As a small escorted group of guests walked through 
four electrically controlled doors and to the parking 
lot, someone said “ weird 
They all agreed 
Mark 
Richards, 
a 
UCSB 
student 
who 
was 
photographing the event, said, “ This is very, very new 
and very special." 
What was going on was an art show in a prison, not a 
prison art show in a public library. If it wasn’t the 
first art show in a federal prison, it was the first such 
show for many of the 100 invitational only guests who 
trekked 
in 
and 
out 
of 
the 
Lompoc 
Federal 
Correctional Institution from 6:30 to 9:30 p.m. Friday. 
The event also served to dedicate the new and large 
educational room, site of the art show. 
By 9:30 the educational staff members had made 
several requests for remaining guests to depart “The 
artists have an obligation at 9:30,” it was announced. 
Nobody wanted to leave, the guests nor the 80 or so 
artist-inm ates dressed in khaki uniforms. The night 
had been one of poetry reading, video tape, coffee and 
cookies, inmates and guests (men and wom en) talking 
about the meaning of the show, the art work, prison 
life, “ m an’s inhumanity to m an". 
In many ways the show’s art was atypical of what 


you’d see in a local gallery in both subject and media. 
A num ber of art pieces were done in, on, and with 
unusual m aterials. An artist painted “ The Last 
Supper" on brown wrapping paper. Another artist 
sketched detailed figures in ball point pen Portraits 
were painted on glass and on cardboard. Sheets and t- 
shirts were stretched across handmade fram es and 
used for canvas. 
Unsurprisingly, many artists painted women (some 
naked, some not) as subjects. A fantasy sculpture 
(half-man, half airplane), mystical figures, an Aztec 
Indian sacrificing a beautiful woman (taken from a 
Santana album cover) also included the concerns of 
different artists in the show. 
One inm ate displayed his cell as an art object — a 
bed, toilet, locker, bulletin board, waste paper basket. 
It was decorated with his personal possessions like 
letters, cards, a girl-friend’s picture (in color), paper­ 
back book, writing m aterials. 


In the middle of all this he sat cross legged painting 
a w aterclor picture on his bed. The area of the art 
piece was confined to the exact dimension of his real 
cell, something like 5 by 7. 
Other kinds of art work were also displayed — 
leather purses, bead necklaces, m acram e, scale 
model cars and bikes. 


Randy Osman, curator of education at the Santa 
Barbara Museum of Art, thought the inm ate’s art 
work was excellent in technique and good in 
conception. At the inm ate’s request, Osman last week 
had volunteered some of his tim e and knowledge on 
how to hang the show. 
Richards, who is involved with the Lompoc Prison 
Project at UCSB, felt the quality of the art work 
wasn’t as im portant as what the inmates as a group 
had done 
“ Tfyey deserve a tremendous amount of credit. 
They sought out officials to help them and presented 
the art show idea in a way that the administration 
allowed them to do it. They produced the art and they 
organized the art show and they displayed the work. 
“ It is a whole new thing for them. It really blew 
their minds when the administration let them do it," 
said Richards. 


The 150 m em bers of the Cultural Forum , an 
inm ates’ club formed in March, had initiated, 
organized and hosted the art show 
The show 
represented one of several Cultural Forum projects to 
date. With volunteer help of college students, they 
have done work in the area of music, poetry, and 
sailing. 
“ There is a place to sail around here?" 


“ No, we hold classes on sailing and do a lot of 
talking and dreaming " 
According 
to 
Richard 
Long, Cultural 
Forum 
spokesman, the purpose of the club is to provide a 
platform for creative expression, something which 
has not been encouraged in the past. Inmates told this 
w riter they want opportunities to work in arts like 
other 
inmates 
have 
opportunities 
to 
receive 
vocational training. 
“ Also, the forum points out that even in prison we 
find we have things we can share," Long said. 
An obstacle to creative expression, many inmate- 
artists stressed, is the lack of art and craft m aterials 
to work with at FCI. Much of the art work on display 
was made from m aterial technically considered 
contraband, they reported. M aterials like glass, 
string and wood. 
“ Anything that is not issued out of the commissary 
is contraband," defined an inmate. 
Long believes that “ things will change because of 
what is happening tonight". But he is not sure in what 
way. There has never been an art show at FCI before. 
“They (the adm inistration) haven’t encouraged and 
they haven’t prevented us from putting on the art 
show. They have just been sitting back and watching. 
We don't know what’s going to happen tom orrow," he 
said.

Victor Martinez, 28, well rem em bers the first time they called him to a 
fire. He was home one night and the Plectron receiver blasted a high pitch 
alarm. 
He jumped. 
“ I couldn t get into my turn-out gear," I was so nervous. I forgot my 
driver’s license. 1 got half way to the fire and noticed my car was running on 
em pty,’’ he said 
Now, after nine months of drills, classwork, and actual experience as a 
reserve fire fighter for the Lompoc Fire Departm ent, Martinez still gets 
excited when the Plectron sounds. However, he has learned to control 
himself. 
His seven-year-old boy Danny helps, also. He throws his father’s gear and 
helmet into the car and swings open the garage door. 
Martinez is one of 10 reserve firemen who submit themselves to the 
pressures and hazards of fire fighting In addition, there is the unending 
monthly training. Unending because firemen, reserve and regulars, are 
hardly afforded the excuse of forgetting what they once learned about their 
job — a job so critical to a society. 
And for what reason do they allow themselves to be called anytime night 
or day? 
We re in it for the money , the whole $25 a month,” reserve fire fighter 
Doug Klein, 33, said in jest last week 
In a more serious tone recounted he saw the Lompoc Fire Departm ent in 
action when the La Mesa Theater burned down years ago. Klein thought 
their operation was pretty slick He had entertained the idea of being part of 
that operation since 


Reserve firemen ever on call 


Klein works as a supervisor at Federal Electric. M artinez is a pressm an 
at the Lompoc Record. Another reservist, Chet Waite, is a com m ercial 
pilot. All of the reserve firemen have full time jobs Maybe the reason they 
wanted to become fire fighters is for the excitem ent contrasted against 
routine and predictable events of their lives. 
W hatever their reasons, they serve an important purpose within the 
Lompoc* Fire Departm ent and within Lompoc, according to Rick Dickerson, 
a regular Lompoc firem an and training officer of the reservists. (Captain 
Ron Reed also trains th em .) 
Reserve fire fighters support and supplement an already undermanned 
fire departm ent. 
“ It has been quite awhile since the city has hired more paid men 
(regulars). Yet the population and assessed evaluation of property in 
Lompoc has increased," said Dickerson, a capable looking fireman who has 
earned an AA degree in fire science since becoming a regular five years 
ago. 
There have been many tim es (before the reserves existed) that the 
regular firemen responded to a fire while being critically short on 
manpower. Although the departm ent was equipped with four engines 
(tru ck s) and 18 men, as few as five regulars have been on duty to answer an 
alarm That means one truck to cover the emergency. 
With the reserve firemen, now at least two trucks and even three respond 
to a structure fire — one being driven and manned by reservists. 
Don Johnson, form er chief of the Lompoc* Fire Department, began the 
reserve program in 1971. (An old volunteer fire fighters’ program had been 


abandoned several years before because of a lack of in terest.) 
An ad was run in the Record requesting 10 men. Dickerson recalled that 
quite a few showed up to take the written, agility, medical and oral 
examinations. The best ten were selected, issued turn out equipment 
(boots, helmet, protective clothing, e tc .), and soon began training 
By February 1972 they were put on call. 
Today reserve firemen attend Tuesday night classes every other week 
and drill once a month for eight hours 
“ Some men come in on their own time to familiarize themselves with 
equipm ent," noted Dickerson. 
The reserve fire fighters are broken into two engine companies, five in 
each — a captain, an engineer, and three hosemen. When notified one 
rescue company works at the fire scene while the second remain at the fire 
station in case of another alarm 
“ They are used in the same way as regular firem an," said Dickerson 
“ They are not called in for the sweeping and mop up operation." 
Still, after the sound and fury there is a lot of cleaning up for the firemen, 
regulars and reserves, to do — service the engines, clean equipment, 
replace used hose. 
The reservists’ reward, besides personal satisfaction, is a $25 a month 
“ maintenance fee" for care of their turn-outs and uniforms (which are still 
on order). Also, they are insured in case of accident or death while on the 
job as a fire fighter 
Dickerson summed-up, “ They perform very satisfactory. We take pride 
in them. They know their jobs well. They have their own ranks within a 
company and each man knows what he is supposed to do and he does it." —

Not man enough 


The case of 
Bill 
Farr, 
newspaper 
reporter, is a sad one. Bill languishes in an 
eight by twelve foot cell in the Los Angeles 
County Jail because he is a man of 
principle. 
He will not squeal on the 
attorneys who told him that the Charles 
Manson hippie gang planned to murder 
other Hollywood celebrities. 
Superior Court Judge Charles H. Older 
believes he should and will keep Farr in 
jail until Farr complies. 


Farr’s principle is a just and sound one 
in the interest of the public. A newsman’s 
investigative talents and reporting would 
be completely hogtied if he were forced to 
reveal confidential sources of information. 
There just would not be any story. This 
would 
certainly 
work 
toward 
the 
detriment of the people’s right to know. 
Judge Older has proved one thing — he is 
stubborn.

But why doesn’t Judge Older request 
that each of the six attorneys involved in 
the case take a lie detector test? 
Governor Reagan has been asked to 
intervene in the case but he is powerless. 
He has a prior ruling from the attorney 
general that a governor does not have the 
power to 
pardon a person for civil 
contempt. He is concerned, however. 
Legislation is moving quickly to protect 
the newsman’s source of information. A 
measure has already passed the State 
Legislature 
but 
it 
cannot 
be 
made 
retroactive to cover the Farr case. Other 
Legislation is moving in Congress. 
Bill Farr is no “martyr without a 
cause,’’ and there are one or two members 
of the hallowed legal profession who could 
get him off the hook by admitting they 
gave him the story in defiance of Judge 
Older’s “gag order.’’ Obviously, they are 
not man enough. 


The Consumers7 Union 


The Consumers Union has issued a 
massive report on “Licit and Illegal 
Drugs” which will be released in a 
few days. The recommendations of 
the Union have been distilled and 
publicized. Concerning these, a few 
observations: 
1) The argument that heroin 
addicts should receive free heroin 
rests 
on 
an 
incomplete 
social 
evaluation of the addict’s condition. 
It is clearly preferable to give an 
addict heroin rather than “force” 
him to acquire the money with 
which to buy it from the black 
market. It is established that the 
acquisition of that money is often 
done by theft — sometimes violent 
theft. 
It 
is 
not 
frequently 
enough 
remarked, 
however, that the 
addict 
is 
seldom 
satisfied to practice 
his vice privately. 
He is something of a 
cultist, both out of 
economic necessity, 
and psychic loneli­ 
ness. 
The easiest way for him to earn the 
money with which to supply his own 
habit is to become a pusher. Pushers 
are energetic salesmen. Although 
they usually need to ply their wares 
discreetly, there is opportunity to 
proselytize. On this point alone 
society is entitled to conclude that 
the 
taking 
of 
heroin 
is 
a 
communicable disease 
And that 
therefore those who do take it 
should be sequestered. 
2) It is one thing to advocate the 
decriminalization of marijuana use, 
another to advocate the freedom to 
merchandise 
marijuana 
The 
Consumers Union apparently argues 
that only if the sale of it is legalized 
is it possible to control the quality of 
it, which is correct. but which is an 
insufficient point. To permit the sale 
of marijuana is in effect greatly to 
encourage the regular use of it. The 
Union correctly says there is no 
conceivable law which will at this 
point succeed in the elimination of 
marijuana from the national scene. 
That argument is a sensible one for 
decriminalization. 
But 
package- 
store availability for marijuana is a 
positive, corporate encouragement 
of the use of a drug which the Union 
concedes 
is 
dangerous 
and 
undesirable. 
3) The Union’s recommendation 
that the advertising of cigarettes 
and liquor be banned seeks most 
curiously to take off from 
precedent 
of 
the 
banning 
cigarette advertising in radio and 


television. This was done several 
years ago but, to the dismay of the 
initiators of the ban, cigarette 
smoking proceeds at an all-time 
high. Since everyone concedes that 
radio and television in particular 
are the principal selling media for 
consumer products, does it follow 
that cigarette smokers have been 
encouraged to continue to smoke by 
the 
advertisements 
they 
come 
across 
in 
the 
magazines 
and 
subways? 
The 
notion 
is 
surely 
naive. 
Cigarette smokers aren’t people 
who fantasize life 
m Marlboro 
country 
They are, typically, 15- 
year-olds who are given a cigarette 
to puff by 16-year-olds. The fact that 
no apparent relief was enjoyed from 
the 
proscription 
of 
radio 
and 
television advertising hardly argues 
for 
prospective 
success 
by 
elim in atin g 
ad vertising 
in 
newspapers and magazines. 
Moreover, 
the Union’s report 
apparently neglects the point that 
advertising is primarily useful as a 
com petitive 
spur. 
End 
the 
competitive 
stimulus, 
and 
you 
depress the anxiety for improved 
tobacco. This could be the most 
conspicuous result of an end to any 
advertising whatever of tobacco. 
And even this is to suppose that 
there is no constitutional point to 
worry about. Congress’s authority

4) On the other hand, the Union 
does a service in directing our 
attention to aicohol as the principal 
predator 
on 
American 
health, 
happiness, and stability. Alongside 
alcohol, smoking, and even pot are 
as nothing. The Union’s assumption, 
however, that a ban on alcohol 
advertising is indicated once again 
belies 
practical 
experience. 
Its 
suggestion that alcoholic containers 
be clearly labelled as containing 
potentially dangerous stuff is more 
like 
an 
exercise 
in 
spiritual 
discipline, than a measure that 
could 
hope 
to 
reduce 
the 
consumption of alcohol. 
Education is the answer. But a 
more subtle form of education than 
merely to reiterate the dangers of 
alcohol. A revival of the work ethos, 
and of the self-denying impulse, is 
more like it. Emphasis on the 
culture of duty, self-restraint, a 
consideration for others: something 
like the Christian ethic, broadly 
spoken. 
A 
hedonistic, 
s e lf­ 
concerned, 
solipsistic 
culture 
concerned to discourage the use of 
drugs is helpless, even as the editors 
of the Consumers Union report.

During the past six months I have 
had tours of the PG&E power plant 
in the Kings River area and the 
mammoth 
paper 
mill 
of

M acM illan-Bloedel 
newsprint 
company at Powell River, Canada. 
Last Friday I toured another plant, 
this one right at home, and it was as 
fascinating as the others. I am 
referring to the Lompoc Sewer 
Plant on Central Avenue. I can 
imagine what thoughts are coursing 
through many minds but that points 
up the fact that you should take the 
time to go through it yourself! 
Actually, what got the whole thing 
started was one of my columns in 
which I had speculated about the 
fate of the Christmas trees that we 
had taken down to the plant last 
year to be pulverized for humus. 
One 
day 
Jim 
B righ tw ell, 
superintendent of sanitation in our 
city, appeared at my office and 
invited me to be his guest for an 
afternoon 
of 
sightseening. 
He 
promised he would show me the 
results of his compost experiments. 
First we visited the landfill area 
in a canyon southwest of the city. It 
had been years since I had taken a 
load of stuff there after a garage 
cleaning 
(obviously that doesn’t 
happen very often > and I was 
amazed at how the level of the fill 
has risen. We drove up and rode 
around 
while he 
explained 
the 
landfill process, if you want to call it 
that. Someday the canyon will be 
filled to a height which will make it 
a rival of nearby Observation Point 
for visitors who want to view the 
valley. It is also in Mr. B’s head that 
this would make a wonderful park 
area, 
com plete 
with 
sports 
facilities. It is unsuitable for homes 
because 
of 
the natural sinking 
tendencies 
of 
the 
“ ground” 
underfoot. 
He 
told 
me some absolutely 
amazing 
recovery 
stories about 
things that people had lost in their 
garbage. One lady called and said 
her little girl had cleaned off the 
kitchen table and mistakenly thrown 
out an envelope containing $800. 
Could he please find it? The load 
from the truck servicing her area 
was located just as the dozers were 
rumbling up to spread it around. All 
hands were alerted and within a 
short amount of time the particular 
bag 
containing 
the 
particular 
envelope was found and the money 
was back home. Then there was the 
case of the missing teeth braces 
which went astray in a school lunch 
bag. Much the same sleuthing job 
was used as before but after the 
right pile had been found, the right 
bag had to be found. Imagine going 
through all the lunch bags from an 
elementary school — all the Johns, 
Sues, Marys and Marks — to find 
just the right one. But they did it! 
Next on the agenda was a trip 
across the valley to the sewer plant 
(there must be a nicer word for it 
than that!). It doesn’t look like what 
it is from the outside. Lovely lawns 
and palm trees make it most 
attractive. And it really doesn’t 
smell like what it is, either. Mr 
Brightwell led me from building to 
building explaining everything in 
detail I couldn’t begin to relay to 
you 
even 
a 
smidgeon 
of 
the 
information he gave me, but a few 
items really stand out in my mind. 
One was that there is an auxiliary 
power plant ready to go the instant 
something happens to the regular 
source. This would keep the waste 
flowing so it wouldn’t back up in the 
sinks and showers all over town. 
Another item that starts all kinds of 


ideas going is that the sewage 
provides 
36,000 
cubic 
feet 
of 
methane gas a day, which when 
burned provides the plant with all 
the power it needs. If the sewage 
from a comparatively small city 
like ours provides 36,000 cubic feet a 
day, just think what a place like 
L.A. could produce. That would 
certainly 
help 
alleviate 
the 
projected power shortage a bit by 
freeing the power presently used to 
run their huge plants for other 
things. 
Whether 
it 
would 
be 
economically feasible or not, I 
wouldn’t know. Another interesting 
thing is that at one stage in the 
filtering system the waste water is 
sprayed over rocks covered with 
bright green algae, which consumes 
the bacteria in the water. 
But let’s get to those trees. We 
walked out to a large vacant field — 
or so it appeared to be. Three 
ditches had been dug in this field and 
they were what we were going to 
look at. After the Christmas trees 
had been turned into chips and 
sticks they didn’t exactly know what 


to do next, in order to get compost, 
so they had to experiment. At one 
place they buried the chips and 
covered this with lime from the 
settling 
basins, 
then 
dirt 
and 
watered it well. The next slit they 
just buried the chips, covered them 
over 
and 
watered. 
The 
last 
experiment was just spreading them 
on top of the ground, putting dirt 
over it and watering well. We looked 
at the results and decided that the 
decomposing process had taken 
place when the chips were buried, 
covered with just dirt and watered. 
There is still more time needed for 
complete decomposition but there is 
hope that someday soon there will 
be fertilizer available from those 
trees. 


For a most interesting field trip I 
would highly recommend getting in 
touch with Mr. Brightwell. This man 
is so interested in his job that you 
can’t help but be interested too. I 
feel that our city is extremely 
fortunate to have a man of such 
capabilities in such an important 
post.
